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Silber and Weld score big upsets in Andover 


McGovern, Tucker, Coon win

Except for its support of 
Attorney General James 
Shannon and local state repre- 
sentative Susan Tucker, 
Andover primary voters fol- 
lowed the angry anti-incumbent 
trend of the state, overwhelming- 
ly choosing newcomers John 
Silber and William Weld as next 
November's gubernatorial candi- 
dates. 

On the Democratic side, Mr. 
Silber won 3,455 Andover votes, 
(63 percent), compared to Francis 
Bellotti’s 1,841 (33 percent) and 
drop-out Evelyn Murphy's 144 (2 
percent). On the Republican side, 
Mr. Weld won 68 percent of the 
vote with 2,779 votes, compared 
to Steve Pierce’s 1,291 (31 per- 
cent). 

Town Clerk Randy Hanson 
said 9,689 of Andover's registered 


voters (5,578 Democrats, 4,111 
Republicans) turned out for the 
election, making it one of the 
best election turnouts in years. 
Ms. Hanson said at the last con- 
tested gubernatorial primary, in 
1986, only 2,385 registered voters 
turned out. 

For Cheever Circle resident 
M.J. Powell, a Democratic state 
committeewoman who was a for- 
mer Murphy, then Bellotti sup- 
porter, Mr. Silber’s victory was 
still a victory for the Democratic 
party. 

“If I was in the press, I would 
be licking my chops. With two 
dynamos like Silber and 
Clapprood together, you’ve got 
an incredibly dynamic ticket 
that’s going to appeal to a broad 
range of voters,” said Ms. Powell.

Andover Companies: 
Creating a stable environment 


By Don Staruk 

A hand-laid stone wall weaves 
along the left side of the one quarter- 
mile-long driveway leading to the 
Andover Companies new headquar- 
ters on Old River Road. The border- 
ing natural woods gives way to a 
grove of imported Pennsylvania pine 
near the end of the driveway, and 
cherry trees circle the visitors park- 
ing lot in front of the three-story colo- 
nial-style brick office building. 

Blue stone walkways lead a visitor 
between six limestone columns, 
which rise two stories toward the 
gray slate roof, to the mahogany 
doors leading inside, 

“We were looking to reflect a sta- 
ble New England financial organiza- 
tion,” says Russell Bishop, vice 
president and comptroller for the 
company, commenting on the design 
of the property. 

The Andover Companies, actually 
a group of three insurance under- 
writing companies, was started at 
the Locke Tavern, on what is now 
Locke Street, in 1828, according to 
Mr. Bishop. It now employs 235 per- 
sons at its Andover headquarters 
and has representatives nation wide. 

“We're in the property insurance 
business,” Mr. Bishop said. 

The company moved from its 305 
N. Main St. building to the new head- 


quarters, with 110,000 square feet of 


space, one year ago this past July, 
according to the comptroller, 

“This is about twice as big,” he 
said. 

The interior of the building and 
the 27-acre property were designed 
by Shepley Bullfinch Richardson

Abbott Architects, of Boston, with 
attention to the natural environment 
as well, Mr. Bishop said. 

“We tried to save every tree possi- 
ble,” he said. 

Inside, small clusters of cherry 
wood work stations are broken up by 
offices and hallways in an effort to 
create a comfortable work environ- 
ment. The Merrimack River is visi- 
ble out the back windows, which 
have no drapes, “So there is a contin- 
ual association with the natural envi- 
ronment,” according to Mr. Bishop. 

The mahogany walls and railings 
are a backdrop for paintings of New 
England landscapes, mostly by New 
England artists, throughout the 
building. 

“We've gone into quite an exten- 
sive art collection in the interior dec- 
oration,” Mr. Bishop said. 

A visitor has the feel more of walk- 
ing from a living room to the den 
rather than office to office. 

The carpet on the stairs running 
from the second floor to the ground 
level was hand woven in India espe- 
cially for the company, according to 


Mr, Bishop, and a large Oriental rug 
adorns the first floor lobby. 

On the ground level, the employee 
cafeteria area has the atmosphere 
and decor of a formal dining room, 
Fresh flowers are on every table and 
breakfast, lunch and snacks are 
served by a professional staff. 

“It's better than any hotel or 
restaurant,” Mr. Bishop said of the 
kitchen facilities. 

The “professional” dining room, 
separated only by a wall and a short 
hall from the main room, has six tele- 
phones lining the walls so the agents 
can be accessible at all times. It’s set 
apart so the other employees won't 
be interrupted by the phones while 
they are eating. 

Employees also have locker rooms 
available should they want to walk, 
run or otherwise exercise during the 
lunch hour. 

None of the employees seem sur- 
prised or unnerved to have the vice 
president floating through the offices 
as he shows guests through the build- 
ing. 

“We're very informal. Everyone’s 
on a firstname basis,” Mr. Bishop 
explains. 

Back outside, Mr. Bishop points 
out the walkway and pond where an 
outside sitting area is still unfin- 
ished. And he points to the walkways 
from the employee parking lot that 
are heated in the winter, both for 
safety and to prevent the need for 
using salt or chemicals, to protect the 
environment. 

Apparently, one of the oldest com- 
panies in Andover has plans of being 
around for a while longer.

This year marks a record number 
of semifinalists from Phillips, accord- 
ing to academy spokeswoman Bever- 
ly Henderson. 

Semifinalists have an opportunity 
to continue in the competition for 
some 6,000 merit scholarships, worth 
approximately $25 million, to be 
awarded next spring. In addition, by 
announcing their names, National 
Merit Scholarship Corp. hopes to 
broaden the educational opportuni- 
ties of these students and to increase 
public interest in academic excel- 
lence, said the organization’s spokes- 
woman, Elaine Detweiler. 

More than 1 million students in 
more than 19,000 U.S. high schools 
entered the 1991 Merit Program as ju- 
niors by taking the 1989 Preliminary 
Scholastic Aptitude Test/National 
Merit Scholarship Qualifying Test, 
which served as an initial screen of 
the large volume of entrants. 

Those designated semifinalists in 
each state are the top scorers who 
must now advance to the finalist lev- 
el of the competition in order to be 
considered for Merit scholarships. 

To qualify as a finalist, a semifi- 
nalist must have an outstanding aca- 
demic record, must be endorsed and 
recommended by the school princi- 
pal, must confirm PSAT/NMSQT 
performance on the SAT and must 
complete a detailed scholarship ap- 
plication that includes a self-descrip- 
tion and _ information about 
scholastic accomplishments, school 
and community activities and educa- 
tional plans and goals, Ms. Detweiler 
said. 

About 90 percent of the semifinal- 
ists are expected to become finalists, 
andall Merit scholarship winners 
will be chosen from the group of ex- 
ceptionally able finalists, she added. 

“Award recipients will be the can- 
didates judged to have the greatest 
potential for success in rigorous col- 
lege studies,” she said. 

The scholarships are supported by 
some 600 sponsor organizations and 
institutions and by NMSC’s own 
funds. Every finalist will be consid- 
ered for one of 1,800 National Merit 
$2000 scholarships, which are allocat- 
ed on a state representational basis, 
according to each state’s percentage 
of the national total of high school 
gpaduates.

Rosh Hashana: a time of awe, 
at time of repentance 


As summer turns to fall, Jews all over the 
world begin to prepare for the coming of 
Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur. This year 
Rosh Hashana began at sunset on 
Wednesday, and Yom Kippur begins at 
sunset on Friday, Sept. 28. 

Literally, "Rosh 
Hashana” means the 
“head of the year” or the 
“beginning of the year.” It 
traditionally marks the 
creation of the world, 
which occurs during the 
Hebrew month of Tishri, 
said Rabbi Robert S. 
Goldstein, spiritual leader 
of Temple Emanuel of 
Andover. 

Rosh Hashana is 
referred to in the Bible as 
“a day of blowing the Rabbi 
horn.” This horn, or Goldstein 
“:shofar” as it is known in 
Hebrew, is blown during 
the services. In ancient Israel the ram’s horn 
was used to announce public events or to 
warn against impending danger. "The shofar 
is sounded to proclaim God's sovereignty. Its 
piercing sound is also a symbolic call for all 
people to repent,” Rabbi Goldstein said. 

Repentance is really the essence of the 
season, he said. Another name for these high

“It is an occasion for 
introspection and self-evaluation and is a 
very serious and solemn time,” the rabbi 
said. 

Yom Kippur, or Day of Atonement, is the 
climax of the 10-day period of repentance. 
The eve of Yom Kippur service is called “Kol 
Nidre.” This begins a fast that is to last 24 
hours. “The fasting serves as a device to 
assist the righteous in obtaining forgiveness 
not only from God, but also from those the 
penitent may have wronged during the past 
year,” Rabbi Goldstein said. 

The liturgy at Temple Emanuel is more 
extensive during this holiday season.

The Rev. David B. Parke, interim 
minister of the Andover church, will review 
the meaning of the 10 days from Rosh 
| Hashana through Yom Kippur, the Days of 
| Awe or the Days of Tsuvah. This a time of

| reexamination and correction of one’s 
| behavior in the Jewish faith. 

Rev. Parke will focus his discussion on 
“Kol Nidre,” a special ritual chanted before 
the evening service on Yom Kippur. 

“The Jewish community has developed 
the declaration of Kol Nidre as a method of 
forgiving wrong and starting anew,” he 
explained. “The Gentile community, 
including Unitarian Universalists, has much 
to learn from this form of forgiving and 
forgetting. We are grateful to our Jewish 
neighbors for this principle of spiritual 
release and ethical transformation.” 

Through the Kol Nidre chant, which 
serves as an annulment of promises made 
throughout the year, individuals are 
afforded the opportunity to make free and 
serious choice of what is good, rather than to 
act only out of the imprisonment of a 
promise, Rev. Parke said. Individuals thus 
make conscious decisions to do things 
because they understand them to be acts of 
goodness, not because they have bound 
themselves by a vow to do them, he said.

This makes fish palatable

Low salt, low cholesterol, low fat, low this 
low that. Food labels everywhere are 
screaming at consumers to buy products 
because they are good for them. 

The ’90s will see more people eating 
healthier meals, less fats, more vegetables 
and fish, some people predict. Health 
conscious people may be eating more fish, 
but they don’t know how to cook it, says 
Larry Spiegel, 76 Holt Road, a food 
consultant. Not being one to let a potential 
market go untapped, Mr. Spiegel got into the 
swim of things and came up with Splash, a 
bottled cooking sauce for fish. 

“There are a lot more people eating fish 
today because they know it’s good for them, 
but they don’t know how to cook it,” said Mr. 
Spiegel. 

“They take a piece of cod, salt and pepper 
it, sprinkle a little paprika on it, toss some 
bread crumbs on top and bake it. 

“Their kids don’t like it so they make lots 
of mashed potatoes and one hour later 
everybody is eating peanut butter and jelly 
sandwiches on Wonder bread.” 

Mr. Spiegel, who has a doctorate in food 
sciences from Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, has owned and operated his 
own food products consulting business for 
the last 30 years. His company has 
formulated, manufactured and helped 
market all types of food from salad dressings 
to pet food. 

“IT was really more of a pig, who liked 
cooking and eating, than a scientist!?-he*told 
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four new fish and seafood cooking sauces. 

This past year, Mr. Spiegel and his wife, 
Mary, who helped to develop the fish 
cooking sauce, decided they'd like to branch 
off and create and market their own line of 
foods. 

“But, we didn’t want to compete with any 
of our clients,” he said. 

The fish cuisine market is relatively 
untapped, said Mr. Spiegel. The result was 
Splash, a line of four different types of fish 
and seafood cooking sauces. 

The four varieties of Splash sauce go with 
any type of fish or seafood, maintains Mr. 
Spiegel. The same visitor at the Spiegel home 
was treated to a demonstration of each of the 
different sauces on a variety of fish and 
seafood dishes. 

The Louisiana Creole sauce, made with 
brown sugar, Worcestershire, cyan pepper 
and molasses, was paired with catfish. The 
mix of sugar and spice flavors was a lively 
combination with the meatier-than-most fish 
texture of the catfish. Evelyn, the Spiegels’ 3- 
year-old daughter, loves the Louisiana 
Creole sauce on shrimp. 

Mr. Spiegel said the sauces were designed 
to create “restaurant quality” prepared fish 
at home with minimum time spent in the 
kitchen. The four sauces are all natural and 
have limited cholesterol and fat. They each 
have some vegetable oil, which keeps the 
fish moist during cooking, he says.

_ Law on high-priced car 
anti-theft devices 
postponed until Dec. 31 


Owners of high-priced, theft- 
prone automobiles have until 
Dec. 31 to install anti-theft 
devices if they want to avoid pay- 
ing higher insurance premiums. 

The state commissioner of 
insurance responded to com- 
plaints that the new law didn’t 
give people adequate time to 
install alarms. State Rep. Susan 
Tucker (D-Andover) was one of 
the legislators who filed a bill to 
have the law’s effective date 
moved up to Dec. 31. 

Under the new law, which pre- 


viously was to go into effect this 
month, drivers of cars most like- 
ly to be stolen in this state can be 
denied damage coverage or may 
be required to buy more expen- 
sive insurance if they do not 
install certain anti-theft devices. 

“T think it was clear the com- 
missioner understood the legisla- 
ture was upset about the 
arbitrary nature of this dead- 
line,” said Rep. Tucker. “People 
were on vacation at the time. 
Now they have time to look into 
it.”

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Children win access to all areas of the library

By a 4 to 1 vote last Thursday, the 
Board of Library Trustees approved a 
six-month trial of the new children’s 
access policy, culminating four months 
of controversy. Trustee Maria Rizzo 
voted against the change. Director 
Jacobson, as well as Norma Gammon, 
community services librarian, 
appeared upset by the change, also. 

The change was proposed by a sub- 
committee made up of two trustees, 
Mel Jurgen and Karen Herman, who 
spent time this summer visiting and 
studying eight area libraries and their 
policies, 

The new policy states: 

+ That complete access to the facility 
be available to every user; 

- That quiet rooms and silent study 
areas will continue to be available to 
users and that maintenance of a quiet 
atmosphere be strictly enforced; 

« That Mrs. Jacobson and the staff 
formulate a uniform code of acceptable 
library behavior applicable to all 
patrons; 

* That the trustees review and 
approve all current library policies 
during the course of this year, taking 
into account the information gathered 
during the preparation of this report, 
and; 

* That a manual containing the 
library’s philosophy, policies and pro- 
cedures be assembled and made easily 
accessible to the staff, to the trustees 
and the public upon request. 

In June, two 11-year-old girls, Lee 
Palmer and Janine Givens, brought the 
trustees a petition asking that the poli- 
cy be changed. In July, the 
Massachusetts Civil Liberties Union 
and Massachusetts Library 
Association wrote to express concern

than five minutes.

about the policy. The former hinted it 
would sue if the policy were not 
changed. In August, those seeking to 
change the policy asked the Board of 
Selectmen to get involved and to force 
the library trustees to change it, but 
the selectmen declined, saying the 
trustees were studying the policy and 
would make a recommendation at their 
September meeting. 

Even though the trustees voted to 
try the new policy, Lee Palmer and 
Janine Givens presented the trustees 
with a new petition last week. This one 
contained the signatures of 150 people, 
mostly adults this time. For instance, 
five of the seven sixth-grade teachers 
signed it, according to Ms, Palmer, and 
the students didn’t get around to ask- 
ing the other two. 

After last week’s decision was 
announced, Ms. Palmer said, “I feel 
great. I’m excited. Now I can use the 
library.” 

Sue O’Neill, of Argyle Street, the 
parent of a sixth-grader who has been 
too young to use all areas of the library 
without permission from a librarian or 
with a parent, thanked the trustees. 

“Thanks for the research, especially 
under pressure,” she said, 

Ms. O’Neill said of her son, “Right 
now he feels it is not a friendly atmo- 
sphere.” 

Leigh Legendre, 21, of 29 Andover 
St., a graduate of Trinity College in 
Vermont, complained that she was 
writing her senior thesis and was 
denied access to the Andover Room at 
the library. Historical materials are 
kept locked in that room and to get at 
them, a person must request specific 
materials. 

Ms. Legendre said she wouldn't 
know what she was looking for until 
she browsed and saw what was in the 
room, 

“T don’t think it’s only the children 
being denied,” said Ms. Legendre. 

Jean Palmer, Lee’s mother, formerly 
a librarian, and one of the most active 
persons in seeking the policy change, 
said, “I applaud the proposal. It may 
take a while for decorum to build up. 
Other libraries that I use don’t have a 
problem.” 

Jean Palmer also said there is a com- 
munication problem at the library. She 
said on June 7 she was told that chil- 
dren could use their library cards on 
all floors of the library. But she said 
that on June 12 her daughter was 
denied use of her card on the main 
floor. 

Gerald Palmer, Jean’s husband, told 
the trustees that “it wouldn’t be too dif- 
ficult to get an injunction to change the 
policy, but I didn’t feel we needed to 
involve the courts when the trustees 
were taking care of it.” 

And Mr. Palmer complained, “We 
felt (all of this) could have been han- 
dled a lot quicker.” 

Not everyone in the audience of 
about 24 last week was happy with the 
vote. Reading from a prepared state- 
ment, Ms. Jacobson said Memorial Hall 
Library has been a leader in setting 


library policy. She said usually 
libraries come to Andover to decide 
about policy. 

“Tf I had known the policy was going 
to change I never would have recom- 
mended this site,” said the director. “I 
would have recommended a site one 
mile out of town.” 

Ms. Jacobson said she is worried 
children might fall down the four 
flights of stairs from the main level. 

She also expressed concern about 
the types of people children will 
encounter when they have access to the 
main floor. “There are all kinds of peo- 
ple here,” Ms. Jacobson said. “Recently 
a man was seen masturbating in the 
stacks.” And police recently asked a 
man to leave who was seen staring at 
women and girls for two hours, accord- 
ing to the director. 

“Tn affluent suburbs, students tend 
to congregate in libraries,” Ms. 
Jacobson continued to read her state- 
ment. “We have a very high percentage 
of teen-agers in attendance. On early 
(school) release days, it is close to 
chaotic here.” 

She said it would cost $70,000 to hire 
the number of monitors she’d need to 
maintain control if all children have 
access to all levels. 

She said all staff at the reference 
desk have master’s degrees. “The kids 
will use the adult reference desk, so 
adults will have to wait their turn,” she 
said. 

Finally, Ms. Jacobson said, “I will do 
my best to put (the policy) in, but I can’t 
guarantee the same level of service.” 

Roger Wiehe, 103 Salem St., asked 
that the limited-access policy be contin- 
ued “so there isn’t chaos.” And he 
charged that parents should take more 
responsibility for their children. Some 
parents, said Mr. Wiehe, might not 
want their children to have access to 
all materials. 

But trustee Mel Jurgen said, “The 
library does not operate in place of par- 
ents. It is up to parents to monitor what 
a child brings home.” 

Vanessa Robertson, of 25 Enmore 
St., a seventh-grader at Pike School, 
said she has been able to get all the 
materials she’s needed from the 
library. 

Paula Trespas, of Chestnut Street, 
asked if children will have access to the 
November Room, a room furnished 
with fine pieces by the November Club. 
The room is used as a reading area. 
Trustee Herman said the subcommit- 
tee is recommending that the 


November Club Room be a silent study 


room with access to everyone, 

Norma Gammon, a former trustee 
now working for the library, said, 
“Andover is a leader. We are not fol- 
lowers, (The current policy) has 
worked here,” 

Ms. Gammon said she doesn’t care if 
no other library has the restrictive pol- 
icy. “They haven't had the opportunity 
to have the lack of chaos.” 

And she claimed that the trustees 
were changing the policy because they 
are afraid they will be sued by the state 


Civil Liberties Union. She said town 
counsel said the library is legally with- 
in its bounds, 

But Ms. Herman said town counsel 
also said Andover would have to be 
prepared with a “reasonable response 
to show that the policy is reasonable.” 

The trustees will meet Wednesday, 
Sept. 26, at 7:30 p.m. at the library to set 
the new behavioral code. Trustee 
Jurgen said she hopes the behavioral 
code will be a “positive, constructive 
code, not a do’s and don’ts code.”

Phillips Academy deals 
with racial incidents 


(Continued from page 1} 


boots. 

The skinheads yelled obscenities and 
racial epithets at the black students, then 
pulled over and got out of their car, according 
to an eyewitness who didn’t want to be identi- 
fied. The black students started running 
away, and the skinheads chased them all the 
way back to the school. The students outran 
the skinheads and were able to get safely into 
a building. The skinheads yelled more 
obscenities and racial epithets at the security 
guards, who finally called the police. 

In another incident on Sunday, at 5:50 
p.m., four skinheads were hanging around 
one of the PA dormitories, and refused to 
leave when asked to by security guards. They 
finally left after police arrived and told them 
they were trespassing and would be arrested 
if they didn’t leave immediately. 

Police identified the four as Tobin A. 
Gottfried, 17, of 33 Stinson Way, Andover; 
Daniel C. Surdam, 17, of 174 High St., 
Andover; a 16-year-old Andover juvenile; and 
Stephen F. Hooper, 19, of 30 Barro Lane, 
North Andover. 

Mr. Gottfried, Mr. Hooper, and the juve- 
nile were arrested last Monday, Sept. 10, and 
charged with breaking into cars parked near 
Town Offices and stealing radios from them, 
as well as alcohol charges. Mr. Hooper was 
also charged with possession of a dangerous 
weapon, brass knuckles. 

“This is a terribly unfortunate way for 
these students to start off the school year,” 
said Cathy Royal, PA’s dean of community 
affairs and multicultural development. 
Classes just started this Monday. 

“Naturally we're concerned, and the stu- 
dents’ parents are concerned, that something 
like this never happens again. But it’s not 
clear yet what steps we'll take to work with 
the town on this.” Ms. Royal said neither the 
school nor the students’ parents had decided 
whether to press charges against the youths. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman said perhaps 
the town should press charges. “If there is 
that type of harassment, that is a civil rights 
offense,” Mr. Silverman said yesterday. “If 
there was a verbal assault, the town should 
do whatever efforts it can, including, if possi- 
ble, criminal action.” 

It was unclear from the police and the 
school’s information how many skinheads 
were actually involved in the chase, and 
whether they included the same four who 
were asked to leave the PA campus. Ms. 
Royal said the campus security guards had a 
list of six skinheads who were now banned 
from campus, but she declined to name them. 

Ms. Royal said she is now working with a 
group of about six PA students who were 
involved in both incidents, helping them 
understand that they were victims of racism 
and that the incidents weren't their fault. 

“T think the kids are taking it fine,” said 
Ms. Royal. “I’m really proud of them. They're 
not afraid to go into town again, and that’s 
the way we want it to be.” 

Ms. Royal has high marks for PA’s minori- 
ty programs, noting that well over 13 percent 
of the student body are of Latin American or

above 20 percent. Some 13 percent of the fac- 
ulty are minorities. 

“There are a lot of good people for the stu- 
dents to talk to, to get perspective on this 
kind of thing,” she said. 

Bobby Edwards, who works with PA’s 
admissions and minority affairs depart- 
ments, said the assaults cast an unfortunate 
light on the long and friendly school-town 
relationship. 

“It’s an extremely unfortunate incident — 
that this should be the introduction of our 
students to the town of Andover is, well, it’s a 
shame. That this should happen on the first 
day of classes sheds a bad light on things. 
Certainly there have been slight confronta- 
tions between PA students and students 
downtown, but I haven’t heard of anything to 
this degree before. 

“T hope that the Phillips Andover commu- 
nity and the Andover community will join 
forces in fighting this kind of behavior.” 

The eyewitness said the students did noth- 
ing to provoke the attack. In fact, he said 
when the students were yelled at, they put 
their heads down and kept on walking, refus- 
ing to get involved. 

“I was parked on the side of Main Street, 
and there were two or three young black stu- 
dents simply walking along, toward town. A 
car full of skinheads came along, and started 
yelling at the kids. The kids just put their 
heads down and didn’t say anything. Then 
the car swerved around, pulled over, and the 
skinheads got out.” 

Ms. Royal said she’s never seen anything 
like this in her six years at PA. 

But she noted that, as an African- 
American, she had noticed more subtle signs 
of racism in Andover over the years. 

“There are some places I will not go 
because when I do, the whole place stops talk- 
ing,” said Ms. Royal. “I don’t have the luxury 
of thinking I’m too old or too young, or wear- 
ing the wrong color dress. When you're a 
black woman, you know the problem is the 
color of your skin.” 

Mr. Edwards agrees. 

“T have walked downtown and gotten 
mumbling when some people see me. But I’ve 
certainly never been treated as these young 
students were. I’m not a small person, and 
I'm sure they’d think, ‘This guy might think 
of retaliating.’ But these guys were ganging 
up on a few young students a lot smaller than 
them.” 

Ms. Royal said that, in some ways, the 
problems go beyond the skinheads and the 
town of Andover. 

“It’s not just this town. We still live in the 
United States, and we still haven’t dealt with 
our issues of race and our issues of bigotry.”

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Two grateful for cancer 


treatment at Holy Family 


Hospital plans Sports for Life event, Sunday, Sept. 
30, to raise funds for Cancer Management Center

For some people, a five-mile 
walk is too much work. 

For Stanice Mancuso, it’s a 
celebra- 
tion of life 
—and it’s a 
way to 
thank 
HO.ciy 
Family 
Hospital 
for help- 
ing save 
her life. 

So just 
one year 
after she was diagnosed with 
breast cancer, Ms. Mancuso, 43, 
of 10 Belle Haven Drive, is mak- 
ing plans to take part in Holy 
Family Hospital's fifth annual 
Sports for Life Festival ’90 on 
Sunday, Sept. 30. 

“T’ve been treated for breast 
cancer at Holy Family for the 
past 10 months,” said Ms. 
Mancuso, who went through all 
her chemotherapy and radiation 
treatments at the Methuen hospi- 
tal, and is now in remission and 
back at work as a teacher. 

“They were so wonderful at 
the hospital, and it was so conve- 
nient — it was just a 10- or 15- 
minute drive for me. The chemo 
treatments in particular are so 
yuccky, I don’t know how I could 
have survived them if I had to go 
all the way into Boston each 
time.” 

Having her treatments close 
by meant Ms. Mancuso could see 
more of her husband, Michael, 
and her then-3 1/2-year-old 
daughter, Elizabeth. 

“It meant so much to me, 
being able to see my family. My 
husband ~ -— 
came in 
with me 
for each 
chemo 
treatment. 
I could 
help take 
care of my 
daughter. 
It made all 
the differ- 
ence.” 

For Bill Haskell, 34, of 18 Fox 
Hill Road, Holy Family Hospital 
was the center of his fight 
against Hodgkin’s disease.

“I was diagnosed back in 1985, 
when Dr. (Robert) Ramsdell 
found large lumps, the size of golf 
balls, in my abdomen. I went for 
a biopsy on Wednesday, and on 
Thursday they told me it was 
Hodgkin’s. My doctor suggested I 
go to Holy Family, where they 


had the facilities to deal with my 
type of cancer. 

“I was going to have to wait 
until Monday to see Dr. Paul 
Spieler at Holy Family, but his 
office called me up, and said, 


‘You must be awfully worried, ~ 


why don’t you come in tonight 
and see Dr. Spieler while he’s on 
rounds.’ 

“That really made me feel bet- 
ter.” 

The Andover native went for 
chemo treatments twice a month 
from August of 1985 to April of 
1986. The two-and-a-half hour 
treatments made him feel horri- 
bly ill, usually making him 
throw up for three days. 

“T would be sick before I could 
make it out to the car. 
Fortunately, it was only a few 
minutes to get home. I don’t 
know how I could have made it 
going into Boston. Fortunately, 
thanks to Family Hospital, I 
didn’t have to.” 

Because of stories like these, 
the Holy Family Hospital is now 
the dominant provider of cancer 
care in the Merrimack Valley, 
according to Holy Family offi- 
cials. In fact, the hospital antici- 
pates a 15 percent increase in 
out-patient oncology visits, and a 
25 percent increase in oncology 
treatments. 

To keep up with the demand, 
Holy Family is embarking on 
building a $7 million Cancer 
Management Center. 

The three-story, 28,000-square- 
foot regional center will make it 
possible for area residents to be 
treated for deep-seated tumors 
because plans include a dual- 
energy linear accelerator. When 
it’s in place, patients will no 
longer have to travel to Boston 
for this form of treatment. 


To help raise funds for the 
new center, Holy Family is hold- 
ing its annual Sports for Life 
Festival on Sunday, Sept. 30. 
There will be a 100-mile bicycle 
ride to Epsom, N.H., departing at 
7 a.m.; a 50-mile bike ride to 
Chester, N.H., departing at 10 
a.m.; a 20-mile bike ride to Salem, 
N.H., departing at 1 p.m.; and a 5- 
mile walk or run, departing at 3 
p.m. 

All participants —- some 250 are 
expected — are raising money 


through pledges per mile. Last- 


year the participants raised 
$25,000. 

A family picnic will be held on 
the grounds of the Holy Family 
Hospital immediately following 
the Sports Festival.

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Racism can’t 
be tolerated 


Try this on. You’re 14, a new 
*student at a new school in a new 
community. And you’re black. 

Some scary looking skinheads 
begin yelling at you, chasing you, 
shouting racial epithets. They 
chase you all the way up the hill to 
school. 

Welcome to Andover. 

This is no made-up story. It 
happened to two or three new 
black students at Phillips 
» Academy last weekend. While no 
one can say for sure if this was a 
case of racism, or just a case of 
bullies picking on younger, 
smaller kids, it is a situation that 
cannot be tolerated. 

Phillips Academy hasn’t decided 
if it will press charges against the 
offenders. Neither have the 
students’ parents, or the town. 

We think someone should press 
charges. This town should send a 
| message, make it clear, that 
» bigotry, racism, people acting as 
bullies, call it what you will, 
cannot, will not be tolerated. 

Now it’s up to the town to help 
make Phillips Academy students 
welcome here. That includes 
making them feel safe. While it 
may not be possible to achieve 
those goals completely, certainly 
it is possible to tell all minorities 
they are welcome in. this 
community. And being welcome 
includes making them feel safe. 

Bobby Edwards, who works at 
Phillips Academy in admissions 
and minority affairs, said, “I hope 
that the Phillips Academy 
community and the Andover 
community will join forces in 
fighting this kind of behavior.” 

That’s exactly what should 
happen. Town officials and PA 
personnel should get together to 
attempt to determine the extent of 
» the problem, and to decide what 
the community can do about it. 

Racism, or even young kids 
acting as bullies, can’t be abided. 
Two at PA say they’ve felt subtle 
signs of racism in this town. 
That’s shocking and _ also

* The members of the NAPP affirm 
the commitment made by the U.S. in 
signing the United Nations charter 
granting the UN supremacy in

the UN, as presently constituted, 
lacks the machinery to act quickly 
and decisively. Therefore we advo- 
cate international conferences and 
deliberations to strengthen the UN, 
streamline its procedures so that it 
can be effective in the future as medi- 
ator. 

+ Where military force is deemed 
necessary by the UN it should be 
under 

the flag of the UN. Our forces now 
in the Middle East and those of other 
nations that have or will participate 
in confronting Iraq should now be 
placed under the direction of the UN. 

* We support the use of the 
International Court of Justice (World 
Court) to resolve international dis- 
putes, 
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cott as the most effective way to 
make Iraq withdraw from Kuwait. 
But we believe that food, medicine 
and other essential civilian supplies 
should not be be embargoed. The mil- 
itary will get food, even as civilians 
starve, and Iraqi civilians, too, are 
victims of Hussein’s aggression.

* Trade in arms, we believe, increases the 
likelihood of military over diplomatic solu- 
tions and we advocate a world-wide ban on 
such trade. 

* We call for deep, worldwide cuts in mili- 
tary budgets.

Money spent to 
maintain a military force in the Middle East 
will be taken from vital domestic programs 
such as housing, schools, medicine, trans- 
portation and social services.

His athletic prowess earned Collins the 
prestigious Providence Journal Honor Roll 
Award as the “Outstanding Student-Ath- 
lete” of 1948 in the entire state of Rhode Is- 
land. 

Collins spent a year as a post-graduate at 
Phillips Academy, graduating in '49, and 
went to Dartmouth College where he ma- 
jored in history and graduated in '53. He was 
a track and football standout at those two 
schools as well. 

After two years in the U.S. Marine Corps, 
Collins accepted a job as history teacher, as- 
sistant football coach and head track coach 
at his alma mater, Bast Providence High. He 
stayed there for four years, 

“We had winning seasons, but at that 
time it would have been a major miracle to 
win a state title there,” said Collins. “It was

That was 1959, and he’s been here ever

Chelmsford High continued its frustrating 
domination of Andover on the football field, 
shooting the Golden Warriors down 16-12 last 
weekend in a much-heralded season opener 
between two of the finest Division 1 teams in 
the state. 

The Lions rode the wings of superior exe- 
cution in this toss-up contest. Junior place- 
kicker Brian Veth booted a school-record 
47-yard field goal, and the offense notched 10 
points immediately after recovering two of 
Andover’s six fumbles. 

Chelmsford did not have a turnover, was 
penalized just three times, and also pulled off 
a dramatic fake punt in the final 90 seconds 
to seal the Warriors’ fate. 

The two behemoth teams broke about 
even in the war of the trenches, while statisti- 
cally Andover finished with slight advan- 
tages in first downs (11-9), total yardage 
(214-195) and scrimmage plays (54-50). 

“Turnovers hurt us, without question,” 
said Collins, “But the real difference was a 47- 
yard field goal and one extra point. That was 
some major league kicking. 

“Several of our guys ran out of gas, as they 
did in all our scrimmages. We have too many 
kids going both ways. Chelmsford was able to 
substitute more freely. 

“Without trying to offer excuses, it's tough 
on big kids playing on a hot, humid night ear- 
ly in the season.

Loss won’t hurt 

Collins doesn’t think the loss, while defi- 
nitely damaging to the Warriors MVC title 
and Division 1 Super Bow! aspirations, will 
have a tremendously negative effect on the 
team. 

“It’s one of the pitfalls you face when you 
set high goals, such as an undefeated season, 
I remember talking to Salem High Coach 
Kenny Perrone in 1975, the year after we beat 
them (21-20 in overtime) in the Super Bowl, 
and hearing him say how much they were 
looking forward to coming back to face us 
again.” 

Andover made it for the third straight 
time, but “Salem dropped one at the begin- 
ning of the year and fell short of qualifying. 

“Our kids have too much pride to believe 
all is lost for the season,” noted Collins. “The 
Super Bowl is gravy. All we have to do is re- 
member last year. We lost our opener, but if 
we'd won our last game (controversial 16-14 
loss to Central Catholic) we still would have 
shared the league title and gone to the Bowl.

“And I guarantee we'll be a better team as 
the season progresses.”

The area’s Silber coordinator, North 
Andover Selectman Robert Ercolini, 
describes himself as a _ former 
Independent. “I don’t know how 
Bellotti’s supporters are going to react. 
But hopefully Bellotti’s supporters - 
and others — will recognize that what 
Silber has been articulating is what 
the voters of Massachusetts want. 

“I was pleasantly surprised by the 
victory. It really was a surprise. I was 
standing at the polls last night, the 
only one with a Silber sign, but every- 
one who went by in a car gave me the 
thumbs up sign. I think there was a lot 
of hidden support for Silber. The press 
distorted so much of what he said that 
it could sort of make you look silly, if 
you didn’t know the whole story. 

“But now it’s clear that the voters 
saw through that. It’s 
changeover of the Democratic party 
from within — and it gives the 
Democratic party a tremendous oppor- 
tunity to renew themselves.” 

On the Republican side, former 
Stephen Pierce supporter William 
Melahn, of 18 Ballardvale Ave., said 
he’s taken the defeat in stride and will 
easily be able to support Mr. Weld’s 
campaign. 

“T think the message of the primary 
election results was ‘God help any 
incumbents!’ And Pierce got caught in 
front of that freight train. I have to 
admire the way Weld made Pierce, 


been a, 


who has been fighting the Democratic 
machine for 12 years, look like part of 
the old guard. 

“But I’m a loyal Republican, and I 
don’t plan to switch sides in 
November, I still see the same old liber- 
al Dukakis Democrats lining up behind 
Silber. And I think that’s the last thing 
the voters of Massachusetts want 
now.” 

For Joanne Donnelly, of 8 
Carisbrook St., a Merrimack College 
senior who's the Andover coordinator 
for Mr. Weld’s campaign, Mr. Weld’s 
victory didn’t come as that much of a 
surprise. 

“T hadn’t been paying that much 
attention to the polls, but I had noticed 
that a lot more people were coming up 
to me in the past few weeks and offer- 
ing to help out the campaign. And 
when I was standing at the polls with 
my Weld sign, a lot of people came up 
to me to tell me they had to vote 
Democratic in the primary, but come 
November, they were going to vote for 
Weld. I was surprised by Silber’s victo- 
ry —I can’t imagine who voted for him — 
and I think we'll see a big switch to 
Weld in the general election. 

“There’s a lot of support for Weld in 
Andover, I think Andover is a place 
that’s fiscally quite conservative but 
liberal on a lot of other issues, and 
that’s exactly what Weld stands for.” 

Former Congressman Shannon, a 
Lawrence native, won a clear victory 
in Andover with 2,780 votes (51 per- 
cent) over his Democratic challenger, 
Middlesex County District Attorney 
Scott Harshbarger, who got 2,609 (48 
percent), But Mr, Shannon was sound- 
ly defeated on the statewide level, 
where Mr. Harshbarger won 53 percent 
of the vote and Mr. Shannon won only 
47. On the Republican side of that race, 
Andover chose Acton’s William 
Sawyer with 1,987 votes (56 percent) 
over Belmont’s Guy Carbone, with 
1,532 (43 percent). 

On the local level, Andover voters 


supported Democratic incumbent 
Democrat Susan Tucker, of 6 Farrwood 
Drive, for state representative, 17th 
Hssex District. But with only 3,078 
votes (57 percent) it was a relatively 
slim victory for an established incum- 
bent, while political newcomer John 
Desmond Jr., of 129 Andover St., man- 
aged to garner 2,255 votes (42 percent). 
There was a fair turnout on the 
Republican side, with Gary Coon, of 27 
Korinthian Way, winning 1,996 votes 
(54 percent), compared with 1,680 votes 
(45 percent) for Robert Manning, of 9 
Longwood Dr. 

Said Mr. Coon, who was just waking 
up at 11:15 on Wednesday morning 
after staying up most of the night wait- 
ing for the results, “We're very excited 
about the results of the election — not 
only for myself, but for the whole 
Republican party. I think it’s clear now 
that the people want a change, and the 
Republican party is going to give it to 
them. 

“And I certainly wanted to run 
against Susan Tucker. She’s part of the 
Dukakis wing of the Democratic party 
— and all indications are that she’s just 
what Massachusetts voters want to get 
rid of, I think the election showed that 
all the way from the governor’s race 
down to the Costello-Jajuga race.” 

Incumbent Patricia McGovern, run- 
ning unopposed for state senator, 2nd 
Essex and Middlesex District, received 
3,553 votes, while her unopposed 
Republican challenger, Alba Castillo, 
got 2,775. 

Running unopposed for the 
Republican nomination for governor's 
councillor, Andover’s John Harris, of 
31 Lincoln Circle, won 2,775 votes. On 
the Democratic side, incumbent John 
Markey of North Andover won in 
Andover with 3,284 votes (76 percent), 
while challenger Vincent Raponi, of 
Peabody, got only 1,037 (23 percent). 

“The entire vote was a tremendous 
message from the people,” said Mr. 
Harris, “They are fed up with what has 


been going on. I hope that in November 
they'll continue to run the incumbents 
out of office — including John Markey, 
who has been part of the establishment 
for 14 years. We should have an inter- 
esting rematch this November.” 

On the county level, Lawrence 
Democrat Peter Blanchette won 
Andover’s vote for the little-know 
position of Register of Probate with 
2,265 vote (55 percent), over James 
Doherty with 781 (18 percent), Patrick 
McManus with 590 (14 percent), and 
Carmen Ciampa with 476 (11 percent. 
Running unopposed on the Republican 
side, County Commissioner Everett 
Hudson took 2,872 votes. 

In the county commissioner race, 
incumbent Lynn Democrat Charles 
Arena lost Andover with 1,632 votes, to 
Saugus’ Christie Ciampa Jr., who got 
2,020 votes. 

In the race for Congressman, 5th 
District, Andover Republican chal- 
lenger Donal T. Coleman, of 91 High 
St., won 2,328 votes (70 percent) to John 
MacGovern’s 967 (23 percent). 
Incumbent Congressman Chester 
Atkins, running unopposed on the 
Democratic side, got 3,486 Andover 
votes. 


At the top of the ballot, Republican 
challenger for senator Jim Rappaport 
won Andover easily with 2,669 votes (71 
percent) to Daniel Daly's 1,042 (28 per- 
cent). On the Democrat’s side, incum- 
bent Senator John Kerry, unopposed, 
took 3,811 votes. 

In the Lieutenant Governor race, 
Andover voters gave Democratic win- 
ner Marjorie Clapprood 2,214 votes (45 
percent), compared with 1,448 (29 per- 
cent) for Weymouth State Senator 
William Golden, and 1,258 (25 percent) 
for Nicholas Paleologos. Republicans 
gave Mr. Weld’s running mate, Hudson 
State Senator Paul Cellucci, an over- 
whelming 2,228 (60 percent) compared 
with only 1,457 (39 percent) for 
Danvers’ Peter Torkildsen.

McDonald’s 
armed robbery

The Andover Police Department has made a McArrest. 

A 20-year-old Methuen man has been arrested in con- 
nection with last week’s hold-up of two McDonald’s 
employees. 

On Monday, Sept. 17, at 12:30 a.m., police arrested John 
A. Licausi, 20, of 34 Lorenzo Circle, Methuen, and 
charged him with two counts of armed robbery while 
being disguised; two counts of armed assault with intent 
to murder; possession of a shotgun with a barrel less than 
18 inches; and possession of a firearm with a disfigured 
serial number in the commis- 
sion of a felony. 

Police said the four charges 
carry sentences ranging from 
two and a half years to life in 
prison. 

The hold-up took place 
Monday, Sept. 10, at 12:28 a.m., 
just after the McDonald’s at 195 
North Main St. had closed for 
the night. Police say two men, 
one wielding a sawed-off shot- 
gun, approached the car where 
the employees - a 32-year-old 
Andover woman and a 50-year- 
old Lawrence-woman — were 
sitting. 

Police said the man with the shotgun put it through 
the window, close to one woman’s face, put a shell in the 
gun, pumped the loading mechanism, and said he would 
kill them if they didn’t hand over the bag. 

When the women handed over the bag, the McSalads 
they were taking home fell out, and the two men fled. 

“It may have sounded humorous, but believe me, there 
was nothing funny about it. This was an armed assault 
with intent to murder,” said Andover Detective David R. 
Grant, who investigated the case along with Detective

Donald H. Pattullo. “That sawed-off shotgun was right in 
their faces, and those women thought they were going to 
die.” 

Detective Grant said he and Detective Pattullo went 
out on the street, asked a lot of questions, “and were able 
to get a couple of good leads.” 

One of those leads led them to obtain search and arrest 
warrants for Mr. Licausi, and 
when searching his Methuen 
home Sunday night, they found a 
sawed-off shotgun behind a wood- 
pile in the garage. They then 
staked out the home, along with 
Methuen police, and waited for 
Mr. Licausi to come back. When 
he returned after midnight, he 
was arrested just outside his 
house by Methuen Sgt. Tom 
Fram. He was then taken to the 
Andover police station and 
turned over to Andover police. 
Mr. Licausi, who police said 
denied ever having seen the shot- 
gun before, was being held at the Lawrence House of 
Correction on $25,000 cash bail. 

“The thing that bothered us was the shotgun,” said 
Detective Grant. “It’s an ugly weapon and can do a lot of 
damage. We had to get that thing off the street as soon as 
we could,” 

The shotgun had a 13-inch barrel, a sawed-off trigger 
guard, a sawed-off stock, and the serial number had been 
ground off. 

Det. Grant said they have a few leads on the second 
suspect, but it’s still under investigation.
